Engels, native of

turer of Manchester, England. 


Engels gave not only of 
his 


profits, but even wrote and fought 
for a cause whose primary pur- 
pose was 'to end the system on 
which he depended for his wealth. 
His belief in Communism, how- 
ever, far exceeded his interest in 
his business, and he became close 
collaborator with Karl Marx in 
the revolutionary philosophy of, 
the time. He helped prepare the 
"Communist Manifesto" of 1848, 
edited part of Karl Marx's fa- 
mous work, "Das Kapital," and 
wrote many original books and 


pamphlets on 
S o c i a l ism 
a n d Com- 
munism. 


In 1935, 


on the 40th 
anniversary 
of his death, 
R u s s i a is- 
sued a stamp 
in E n g e l s ' 
h o n o r . He 
had l i v e d 
from 1820 to 
1895.

Ku Khix Kliin 
domination of «iffmro back in 1922 and 
lor seveiiil yours thereafter that start- 
ed Pulaski County on the road to tin; 
nasty situation that Carl Bailey, /is 
prosecuting attorney, cleaned up in 
19,'ll and 1332. Mr. Bailey .sent to (he 
penitentiary one of Cook's predeces- 
sors as county judge, and supervised 
the drafting of a bill which became 
the Pulaski County Salary Act and 
which has forced Cook and all other 
oliicinls "f Ihe county to operate their 
departmcnts economically. 


ho we see that Cool: was very much 


the political boss in 1922—just two 
years after Tom Tcrral made the first 
of his six nicc.s ior governor.

As tor the county's floating debt, 


Cook escaped having to pay $60,000 of 
this because the courts held it had 
been incurred several years before in 
excess of revenues. Ihus merchants 
who .sold goods to ttoe county in good 
faith have suffered heavy losses be- 
cause they put too much trust in a 
governmental agency.

Cook is responsible for are the dis- 
continuance of mothers' pensions to 
widows with dependent children and 
the cessation of other charitable activ- 
ities which county judges before Cook 
tarried on its a matter of duty.
